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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group III, claims 12-14 and 16 in the reply 
filed on 05/01/2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that it has not 
been established that it will be an undue burden to examine each of the noted 
inventions and claims together. This is not found persuasive because the restriction 
requirement has showed that it will be an undue burden to examine each of the noted 
inventions and claims together (see paragraphs 4 and 5 on page 4 of the restriction 
requirement mailed on 02/07/2007). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code (see page 1 of the specification). Applicant is 
required to delete the embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable 
code. SeeMPEP§ 608.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 12-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
El-Malki (US 6,947,401 B2, cited by examiner). 

As to claim 12, El-Malki discloses in figure 3 a transfer device 375 comprising a 
communication unit configured to transmit/receive packets to/from a mobile terminal 305 
via a connection management device 310 arranged in a network and connecting to the 
mobile terminal, and transfer the packets to a visited position of the mobile terminal (see 
column 5 lines 1-22; column 12 lines 5-17); a determination unit configured to determine 
whether a packet received by the communication unit is a packet from a mobile terminal 
allowed to use packet transfer performed by the transfer device (see column 5 lines 26- 
47; see also "network policy" at column 10 lines 24-27); and a transfer management unit 
configured to manage transfer of the packets to the visited position based on a 
determination result by the determination unit (see column 5 lines 1-22; column 12 lines 
5-17). 

As to claims 13-14, see "routing table" at column 10 lines 45-62. 
As to claim 16, it is rejected for similar reasons as set forth in claim 12 above. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Gwon (US 6,832,087 B2) discloses low latency initiated tunneling handoff.
